Investigation into the 
death 
of 
Charles Hall, the Milroy high school 
boy, wose -mangled 
remains 
were 
found along the Big Four 
railway 
track, two miles south of Milroy on 
the morning of June 4, was started 
this morning by the grand jury. 
Ever since the death of young Hall 
there h a s been rumors in and around 
Milroy regarding foul 
play, 
many 
people believing that Hall was first 
murdered, and the body placed on 
the track to cover up the crime. 
So 
persistent have these 
rumors been 
that Prosecutor Stevens decided to 
bring the matter before 
the 
grand 
.jury in an effort to see if there was 
any truth in the statements. 
Coroner Barnett, in filing his ver­ 
dict, found that death was acciden­ 
tal and was caused by trespassing 
on the right-of-way of the Big Four 
railway. 
Hall was a boy well liked 
in Milroy and many people there be­ 
lieve he had one enemy 
who 
was 
jealous over the fact that Hall was 
going with Miss Hoxie Fishback, of 
Williamstown. 
Hall was 
returning 
home from the Fishback 
residence 
when death occurred. 
In his charge to grand jury Judge 
Spark- called attention to the rather 
mysterious death of 
Charles 
Hall 
and asked the grand jury to take the 
case up and see if there were any 
grounds for the rumors of foul play. 
This is not all Judge Sparks told the 
jury. 
He stated that there was un­ 
doubtedly violations of 
the 
liquor 
laws here in Rushville and that gam­ 
bling was going on. 
lie urged the 
grand jury as a matter of duty to 
take up these tilings. 
Judge {Sparks told the grand jury 
that while he was accusing no one it 
seemed as though the 
city 
officials 
were not able to coup with the situa­ 
tion here in Rushville and urged the 
grand jury to make a cleaning 
of 
the “blind tigers" and gamblers. 
This is the first sesison 
of 
the 
grand jury tin- term of court. One 
member of the original grand 
jury 
was excused. 
This was Greeley O. 
Ball, and the court appointed Lige 
Kirkpatrick to take his place. James 
Cassady is acting as 
grand 
jury 
bailiff. 
The first witnesses this mor­ 
ning were Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
William 
Tully, living south of 
Milroy, who 
found the body of 
Charles 
Hall 
along the rail wav tracks.

The court ruled the law unconstitu­ 
tional which would have disfranchis­ 
ed Redman and made him ineligible 
to hold office in the future. 
Today’s 
decision wa- made on impeachment 
proceedings brought by the attorney 
ireneral. 
Eli Redman was Hie center about 
which the Terre Haute election cor­ 


ruption conspiracy was built. 
Ibis 
was recognized by Federal Judge A. 
B. Anderson who sentenced Redman 
to serve five years in Leavenworth 
prison 
and pay a fine of 
$1,000. 
Mayor l)onn M. Roberts of I erre 
Haute, alone of all the conspirators, 
got a stiffer sentence, and Roberts 


w a s recognized as the guiding hand 
of the conspiracy. 
The conspiracy was built up about 
Redman for tile purpose of electing 
lim judge of Vigo county. 
This it 
accomplished, according lo the elec­ 
tion returns, by a majority of ten 
over Charles Pulliam, the R eptili­ 
an candidate. 
If evidence before 
the United States District Court may 
he accepted, the conspiracy counted 
upward- of OOO illegal votes to gain 
this majority of ten. 
While the conspiracy was working 
o “put Redman over" it was with 
the general understanding that the 
individuals in tile conspiracy were 
ate from punishment. 
According 
to federal court evidence, parties to 
the conspiracy reassured those who 
faltered by telling them there was no 
lunger; 
the chief ot police and hi- 
i-sistant, the sheriff, the city judge 
md all of the city officials, including 
the mayor, were in the conspiracy, 
and no one dreamed that the district 
attorney would establish a precedent 
and “clean up Terre Haute." 
Redman, Roberts 
and a 
chosen 
few of the 
conspirators, 
chose to 
fight the government at every stage 
of the prosecution, refusing to admit 
themselves parties to any conspira­ 
cy. 
Maintaining the same 
policy 
Redman has Wen fighting tile a t­ 
tempt to impeach him and to contest 
Ii is election.

Investigation into the 
death 
of 


Charles Hall, the Milroy high school 
boy, wose-mangled 
remains 
were 


found along the Big Four 
railway 


track, two miles south of Milroy on 
the morning of June 4, was started 
this morning by the grand jury. 


Ever since the death of young Hall 


there has been rumors in snd around 
.Milroy regarding foul play, many 
people believing that Hall was first 
murdered and the body placed on 
the track to cover up the crime. So 
persistent have these rumors been 
that Prosecutor Stevens decided to 
bring the matter before the grand 
jury in an effort to see if there was 
any truth in the statements. 


Coroner Barnett. in filiii!; his ver- 


dict, found that death was acciden- 
tal and was caused by trespassing 
on the right-of-way of the Big Four 
railway. Hall was a boy well liked 
in Milroy and many people there be- 
lieve he had one enemy who 
was 


jealous over the fact that Hall was 
going w^th Miss Roxie Fishback, of 
WUHamstown. "Hall was; returning 
home from the Fishback 
residence 


when death occurred. 


In his charge to grand jury Judge 


Sparks called attention to the rather 
mysterious death of 
Charles Hall 


and asked the grand jury to take the 
case up and see if there were any 
grounds for the rumors of foul play. 
This is not all Judge Sparks told the 
jury. He stated that there was un- 
doubtedly violations of 
the liquor 


laws here in Rushville and that gam- 
bling was going on. He urged the 
grand jury as a matter of duty to 
take up these things. 


Judge Sparks told the grand jury 


that while he was accusing no one it 
seemed as though the city 
officials 


were not able to coup with the situa- 
tion here in Rushville and urged the 
grand jury to make a cleaning of 
tlie "blind tigers" and gamblers.

The 
walks will be constructed privately, 
at no costs to the city, and under the 
provisions of the city ordinance. The 
first was granted to Jacob Kuntz in 
North Julian street.

INTEREST IN LEGAL ASPECT 


Court Finds 
Law 
Uncostitutional 


Which Would Have Disfranchised 


Redman for Life. 


(By Dnited Treu.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 16.—The 


state supreme court today ordered 
the removal of Eli Hedman as judge 
of the Vigo county circuit court. 


Since Bedman, who is in Leaven- 


worth prison with other Terre Haute 
politicians, has already been unseat- 
ed by an unfavorable decision in an 
election contest brought by Charles 
Pulliam, chief interest in today's de- 
cision centered in its legal aspect. 
The court ruled the law unconstitu- 
tional which would have disfranchis- 
ed Redman and made him ineligible 
to hold office in the future. 
Today's 


decision was made on impeachment 
proceedings brought by the attorney 
general. 


Eli Redman was the center about 


which the Terre Haute election cor- 
ruption conspiracy was built. This 
was recognized by Federal Judge A. 
8. Anderson who sentenced,Redman 
;o serve five years in Leavenworth 
prison 
and pay a fine of 
$1,000. 


Mayor Bonn M. Roberts of Terre 
Haute,''alohe" of"alTtne conspirators, 
got a stiffer sentence, and Roberts 
was recognized as the guiding hand 
of the conspiracy. 


The conspiracy was built up about 


Redman for the purpose of electing 
him judge of Vigo county. This it 
accomplished, according io the elec- 
tion returns, by a majority of ten 
over Charles Pulliam, the Republi- 
can candidate. 
If evidence before 


:he United States District Court may 
>e accepted, the conspiracy counted 
tpwards of 600 illegal votes to gain 
his majority of ten. 


While .the.conspiracy was working 


o "put Redman over" it was with 
he general understanding that .the- 
ndividuals in the conspiracy .were 
safe from punishment. ^ According 
o federal court evidence, parties to 
lie conspiracy reassured those who 
'altered by telling them there was no 
danger; the chief of police and his 
issistant, the sheriff, the city judge 
ind all of the^ city officials, including 
,he mayor, were in the conspiracy, 
and no oue dreamed that the district 
.ttor'ney would establish a precedent 
and "clean up Terre Haute."

'ew of the conspirators, chose to 
ight the government at every stage 
of the prosecution, refusing to admit 
:hemselves parties to any conspira- 
cy.

Seattle, Wash., June 1C.—How is 


it possible to. become infected iwith 
the -deadly, germs of tuberculosis in 
one's house? '. What houses;. are- in 
fected and how can they be di.scov 
ered? 
These questions and others 


occupied the attention of the Nationa 
Association, for the Study and Pre 
vention of Tuberculosis at their ses 
sion today, in this city. 
; 


"Students of preventive me.dfcim 


are coming to feel that the .housing 
of the people is one of the great fac 
tors in the cause of tuberculosis," de 
clared Dr. Isaac ^y. Brewer, of Gen 
eva, N. Y., to the medical delegate: 
of the convention. 


"The histories of our clinics show 


many cases which are apparently 
house infections. Between 1880 am 
1905 a house in Cumberland county 
Pennsylvania, was occupied success 
ively by four families, a total of 32 
persons. Eleven cases of tuberculo 
sis developed, among* the inhabitant 
and at the time of the report ther< 
were three suspects. 


"Tubercule bacilli have been foum 


in a virulent state in the dust of ! 
room two years after the death o 
the occupant. It would seem there 
fore that bad housing is frequently 
a direct cause of tuberculosis iufec 
tion."

International Law Will Come 


When War Ends. 


CHANCE FOR UNITED STATES 


' 
{By United Preil.} 


Washington, June 1G.—W. J. Bry- 


an today issued the first section of 
his discussion of "causeless war." It 
dwelt with injuries done to neutrals 
by the conflict. He said the greatest 
opportunity to make peace in all his- 
tory would come to the United 
States. 


"An international conference to 


change the rules of international law 
which sems to have been made for 
the nations at war rather than the 
nations at peace will come with the 
return of peace, said Bryan. 


"In all history no such opportunity 


has ever come to any nation as that 
which is desjined to come to the Uni- 
ted States. In all history no other 
peace maker as been in position to 
claim as rich a blessing as ihat 
which will be pronounced 
on 
our 


president when the time for media- 
tion comes—as come it must," he 
said. 


Bryan said no wonder ever neu- 


tral nation is increasingly anxious 
for the war. to end since just at this 
time when questions of international 
law are most acute the belligerents 
are least able to deal with them with 
the calmness and poise which their 
great importance demands.

The fleet of French 
areoplanes 


dropped one hundred and thirty pro- 
jectiles.

retaliation for the bombard-, 


inent by the Germans of French and 
English open towns, the orde? was 
given to bombard this morning the 
capital of the grand duchy of Baden.
